Bioch) which was then adopted read 
as follows: “The Jews in the Soviet 
Union are still subjected to serious 
discrimination, As a community, they 
do not enjoy the same rights as other 
national and religious groups; as 
individuals, they are denied equality 
of treatment in the fields of educa- 
tion and eniployment.

RESUMPTION OF 
SHECHITA 
Dispute May Go To 
Arbitration 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Normal poultry shechita services 
were resumed in London on Thurs- 
day afternoon of last week, after four 


days of interruption resulting from 


the dispute between the Board for 
Shechita and the Kosher Poulterers’ 


Association over an increase in the 


shechita. fee. 

The dispute itself-—all over the 
penny difference between the 10d. per 
bird demanded by the Board and the 
9d. offered by the Association— may 
go to arbitration. in the course of the 
next few Weeks. 

Last week the Chief Rabbi recom- 
mended to the poulterers that they 
accept the new charges laid down by 
the Board, namely, 9d. per bird 
slaughtered in the Board’s. abattoir, 
and 10d. if the shechita was per- 
formed in the private yards of the 
poulterers, on the understanding that 
the. position would be reviewed again 
after three months. This was, how- 
ever, refused by the poulterers, who 
insisted on the payment of only 9d. 
for shechita services performed by the 
Board in their own yards. 

Representatives of the Poulterers’ 
Association later met the Dayanim at 
the London Beth Din, and it was 
agreed: that normal shechita services 
be immediately resumed for. two 
weeks at the fee of 9d. per bird (even 
if performed in the poulterers’ yards), 
while arrangements for: arbitration 
were discussed between the Board and

And ‘Jacob. sent messengers 
before him to Esau his brother unto 
the land of Seir, the field of Edam. 
(Genesis Xxxxii, 4.) | 


HE nature of the messengers 

(a°DaN50) that Jacob sent to 

help to bring about a recon- 
ciliation with his brother Esau has 
been the subject of controversy 
since the earliest days of scriptural 
interpretation. Already the Rabbis 
of the Midrash were divided in 
their opinions as to whether these. 
“ messengers” were 
real angels, or owt} “wa 
human envoys,. mortals of flesh 
and blood. 

Medieval Jewish commentators 
continued in this division, echoing 
in each case the opinion that 
appealed to their own particular 
way of thinking. 

The school that believed Jacob's 
messengers to have been real angels 
was not, however, basing itself 
merely on the word cronSn. The 
ground for such belief was found 
in the fact that the story with which 
our Sidra commences, and which 
gives it its name, is one that follows 
on the heels of ‘another event, 
related at the end of last week’s 
portion of the Law. There the 
patriarch is seen encountering. a 
camp of “angels of God,” which 
makes him exclaim: “ This is God's 
camp,” and which causes him to 


“name” the camp a 
rather quizzical name, meaning 


“the Double-Camp.” It was from 
this camp of real angels, according 
to the “supernaturalist”  com- 
mentators, 
messengers. | 
JN a sense it might be said that 

this uncertainty as to the real 
nature of Jacob's is not 
at all an exegetical one. The prob- 


lem which it touches is one that 


goes much deeper than mere scrip- 
tural interpretation: ft is the prob- 
lem. of religion as such, religion 


that Jacob took his 


Man, 


whose very roots are embedded in 
the soil of rational uncertainty 
covering the rock of faith. And 
the question is one that faces us 
at all times and in all situations: 
when God “ steps forward ” to help 
man in his hour of need, what is 
it. that is really happening, a 
“natural” event or a  “super- 
natural” one ? 

What is the answer? The won- 
derful thing here is that the Torah 
itself seems to be divided, in much 
the same way as its commentators 
have been in all the generations, ag 
to what that answer is to be. On 
the one hand, Scripture teems with 
“real” miracles, seen and experi- 
enced by men, with their human 
senses, as real miracles. On the 
other hand, we read such passages 
as in Genesis, about God appearing 
unto Abraham, who, on lifting up 


his eyes to look at the Visitor, 


sees only three men! There, nature 
bursts its confines to permit Israel 
to “ see the Great Hand with which 


the Lord dealt with Egypt,’ and — 
here Abraham can see only—men, - 


SO what is one to say? Who 


knows, perhaps it was the 
patriarch Jacob himself who started 
all this questioning about the 
“real” nature of his “ angels’? 
And perhaps it was he, too,.wha 
gave the only true answer through 
his puzzling word machanaim ? 


“A Double-Camp,” he wishes to 
say, that is the true description of © 


this world of ours; a “* God-Man ” 
camp. Look at it in one way and 


“you see God, in another and you 


see man; in one way you see 
Angels of Heaven, in another 
ordinary mortal messengers !. Who, 
then, is to decide ?.. Perhaps that 
is where the real greatness of Israel 
lies: to be able to “ find its way” 
in. this Double-Camp of God and 
to be able to. 
“natural” events and to see 
through them and discover the 
Great Hand of God; and, again, 


“to look at what seems to others as 


divine and see only—mere man. _

Haira 
A two-year evening course in $ship- 
ping, similar to courses in shipping 
and commerce given at the City of 
London College, has been started at 
the Haifa Technion. Jojntly organised

HEN the Jerusalem leaves

Misfortune again passed him by 
during the war when he was a 
member of the all-Jewish Pales- 
tinian crew. of a N.AS.O. ship, 
Antar, which carried ammunition 
and was forpedoed by the Germans 
in the Eastern Mediterranean (Mr. 
Freudenberg went to: Palestine at 
the end of 1939). He had by then 


already studied at the Sir John 
> Cass Nautical School in the East 
‘End of London, and later at the 


Nautical. College in Liverpool, 
where he finally emerged with a 
Mate’s ticket. His Master's Certi- 


_ ficate he obtained in Haifa, after. 
the establishment of the State of 


Israel; he was, indeed, one of its 


first captains to qualify.

There is nothing like a sea voyage 
to give one a good appetite, and 
Il feel that my gastronomically 
minded friends might like a few 
words about. the catering arrange- 
ments in the Jerusalem. Alli food 
on board is wnder strict kashrut 
supervision and js prepared under 
the eagle eye of Mr. Yehoshua 
Goldberger, the Mashgiach and 
also, incidentally, the ship's chazan. 
The Purser, Mr. Sittenfeld, told me 
that the accent is mainly on Con- 
tinental heimische dishes with fresh 
vegetables served for every meal. 
In view of the widely diverse origins 
of the passengers, special care is 
taken to provide the fare to which 
they have been accustomed. For 
example, there are some who like 
gefiillte fish sweet and others who 
like it peppered. Both tastes can 
be satisfied in-the Jerusalem. Then 
again, it is known that {sraelis, who 
are surfeited with oranges and 
grapefruit, like to try other fruits, 
particularly apples. For a ten-day 
trip the Jerusalem, therefore, carties 
in her holds between three and 
three-and-a-half tons of apples. The 
cooking equipment is the last word 
in modernity, 
spotlessly clean.

Striking Design 


The office is on the ground floor

. We see two sorts of ships in the 
harbour, a fleet in which the dis- 
tinction is already made. between 
round ships for commerce and long 
ships for fast running and war. The 
long. ships are equipped with: the 
pointed ram, described above, a 
heavy superstructure with a hurri- 
cane deck and a screen on which 
shields are hung. The single mast 
has one yard carrying a square sail.

One has, however, the impression 


that apart. from these experiences 
the high seas never greatly tempted 


the Israelites. .The ship in which 
Jonah. embarked, a covered or 
decked ship, seems to have been a 
foreign one; for Jonah’s God 13s 
was in the days.of Amaziah 
Indeed, we may be confident that 
it was only in the. North, in 
proximity to the Phoenicians, that 
nautical-minded Israelites were to 


be found; as Deborah asks of the 
Tribe. of. “ Why. doth he 
sojourn by the ships?” The im- 


portance of ships to the lif¢ of the 
Phoenicians was well understood by 
Ezekiel in his famous elegy on the 
City of Tyre, which is compared to 
a great ship’: and indeed that citys 
great, island-citadel, like a ship rid- | 
ing offshore, must have looked the 
perfect subject: for such a siniile.

Archeological Evidence 


This picture of a very limited 
interest in the sea’ in ancient Israel 
is borne out by archeological 
evidence, or rather the lack o! 11. 
from the Judean State after the 
return. A recently discovered tomb 
in Alfasi Street in Jerusalem co" 
tains an illustration of ships, as w¢!- 
come as it is unusual. It has been 
referred to in print but not yet pub- 
lished in detail. It shows a rovg 
sketch of two ships, one pursuins 
the other to rath it with its prow, 
and the scene may be probably 
dated to the late second century 
B.C.E. Ships of this type, howev¢!, 


‘appear to have been pushed off the 


sea soon afterwards by vessels of 
Western, Roman, design, 
though we find them lingering 
apparently on inland waters, ¢.8. 
at Gadara on the Sea of Galilee

At the same. time, however, 
observers . have happily 
reported a definite trend away from 
apathetic medievalism towards a 
more vigorous way of life among 
the Persian Jews. The local com- 
munities jin Teheran, Isfahan, 
and other centres have 
learned to use their own initiative. 
Among other bodies, the Ettehad 
Cultural and Benevolent Com- 
mittee, an organisation created by 
a group of wealthy and influential 
Jews, has undertaken. much fine 
philanthropic work. A particularly 
encouraging feature has been the 
support given to all such efforts by 
the present Persian Government. 
Three months ago we reported a 
visit paid by the Persian Minister 
of Education and other Govern- 
ment representatives to a summer 


camp organised by the Jewish 
Youth Association. And now 


comes the heartening news that 
Prince Gholam Reza Pahlavi, the 
brother of the Shah of’ Persia, 
attended last week’s meeting in 
the Iranian. Jewish 
Congress, the first of its kind ever to 
be held, The opening speech was 


. made by Mr. Hussein Ala, Minister 


of Court, who said that the present 
Persian. Sovereign was inspired by 
the same sentiments towards his 
Jewish subjects as was Cyrus in 
Biblical times. This active good 


will on the part of the Shah and 
his. Government js all. the more 


significant and welcome because it 
contrasts so markedly with the 
attitude of the Arab countries, 
whose influence on other. Mosiem

THe Robert Waley Cohen 
Memorial Lecture, under _ the 


auspices. of the Council of 
| and. Jews, is now 
established as an important annual 
occasion. At the first lecture in 
1954, delivered in the New Hall of 
Lincoln's Inn under the chairman- 
ship of Viscount Samuel, Sir 
Richard Livingstone spoke on 
“Tolerance in Theory and in 
Practice.” The second lecture, in 
the Middle Temple Hall with the 
Lord Chancellor (Viscount Kilmuir) 
in the chair, was given by Professor 
Arthur L. Goodhart on “ Tolerance 
and the Law.” Last year's lecture, 


on.“ Toleration in British History,” | 


was delivered at Inner Temple Hall 
by Professor Herbert Butterfield, 
Master of Peterhouse, Cambridge, 


. with Lord Cohen in the chair. And 


this year’s lécture, reported in our 
present issue, worthily maintains the 
high standards and traditions which 
have now been set. It was: given 
by Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann at the 
Senate House of London Univer- 
sity, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
Justice Vaisey, on the subject. of 
and ‘the Jewish 
Tradition.” Indeed, certain 
respects this was of more immediate 
and compelling interest than the 
preceding lectures. For. the first 
time the’ theme of tolerance - was 


discussed .by an active ecclesiastical 


leader, who could speak — with 
responsibility and authority on the 
actual problems which confront 
theologians. in this regard. Dr. 
Altmann avoided those treacly 
platitudes” of which some of our 
spiritual guides have lately been 


accused. He came to real grips with. 
his subject and did not burke any. 


of its practical difficulties: Recog- 
nising that .both tolerance. and 
intolerance exist in the Jewish 
tradition——as also in the Christian 
devoted his

Tuis Sabbath, Kislev 14, marks 
in the Jewish calendar the 300th 
anniversary of the death of 
Manasseh ben Israel.

All 
this, however, failed to impress 
Manasseh, who not only believed 
that his two years’ mission had 
completely failed. but also suffered 
grievously from poverty, sickness, 
and bereavement. Shortly after his 
son Samuel's death he himself died 


in his 53rd year, on November 20, 


1657. His body lies buried in the 
ancient Portuguese Jewish Cemetery

HERZL’S JEWISH KNOWLEDGE 


To the Editor of THe Jewrsn CHRONICLE 
Sir,—When Theodor Herzl sent out 


invitations to the first Zionist Congress 
in 1897 with an agenda on the situ- 
ation of the Jews, on Palestine, on the 
Hebrew language, etc., he was 
attacked for his efforts to establish a 
in Palestine, which, 
according to the “Protest Rabbis,” 
contradicted the Messianic 
promises.” Now Sir Leon Simon 
declares in his letter of last week that 
in the Basle Programme, adopted at 
the first Zionist Congress, the word 
“Palestine” appears “not because 
Herzl so wished but because nothing 
else would have satisfied the Russian 
delegates.” This, Sir Leon Simon 
asserts, “was common knowledge.” 
No! It was certainly not common 
knowledge, nor is it historically true. 

The first Zionist Congress took 
place in Basle, the protocols of which 
can. still be read. A. Programme 


Commission was appointed, consist- 


ing of seven persons—not one of 


whom was a Russian delegate. When 


Max Nordau, as Chairman of the 
Commission, proposed the Basle Pro- 
gramme (“ Zionism seeks to establish 
for the Jewish people a legally secured 
homeland in Palestine”) a_ lively 


debate ensued not about Palestine but 


about the phrase “legally secured.” 
There were suggestions such. as: 
“secured. by . international law,” 
“ publicly - recognised,” and inter- 
nationally recognised.”. Only. one 
Russian Zionist, Leo Motzkin, joined 
in the discussion, and he was in favour 
of Herzl’s proposal (“ publicly recog- 
nised,. legally secured”) which was 
unanimously accepted . ‘by the 
Congress. | 

Sir Leon Simon is also mistaken in 
his comment ‘on ietter . of 
November 22: concerning Herzl’s Sstate- 
ment. about Hebrew as ‘thé national 
language of the Jewish State. in 
Palestine. Sir. Leon Simon is under 
the impression that Herzl issued. this 
declaration——“ no doubt at the invita- 
tion” of the editor 
paper. Actually, Herzl, on his own 
initiative, authorised his. Hebrew secre- 
tary, Professor Michael Berkowicz, to 


publish this statement in the booklet. 


“The Jewish State,” which Berko- 
wicZ was translating into Hebrew, as 


well as inthe Hebrew press. 
Incidentally, when ‘Herzl. received 
Hebrew letters he asked Berkowicz 


to reply to them in Hebrew. He also 
sent out invitations in Hebrew to 


poets, 


of a Hebrew - 


the first Zionist Congress and even 
supported personally a Hebrew pub- 
lishing house. He expected that some 
delegates would address the first 
Zionist Congress in Hebrew—but none 
did so. 

The truth is that before the publica- 
tion of “ The Jewish State” there was 
hardly a Jewish family in Europe 
where Hebrew was used as an every- 
day language, although Hebrew books 
and papers were printed. There was 
a story in circulation at that time 
about a “craze” Ben Yehuda who 
spoke only. Hebrew with his wife and 
child at home in Jerusalem. Not unti! 
the establishment of the Zionist 
Organisation did the renaissance of 
spoken Hebrew take place. Sir Leon 
Simon does not agree with me on 
that point, but he produces no proofs 
to the contrary. 3 

Herzl—says Sir Leon. Simon— 
“saw in Judaism nothing more than 
a religious cult, This again is abun- 
dantly evident in Altneuland, 
where the only tokens of the speci- 


fically Jewish quality: of the Jewish 


State are, if | recollect aright, a 
Jewish Temple, the Seder service, and 
the singing by children of Hebrew 
hymns.” The: recollections of Sir Leon 
are. not quite . complete, Herzi 
mentions a number of cultural 
“tokens” too and a few should be 
repeated here: A Zion-University in 
Jerusalem, a Jewish academy.” 
museum of art, theatres, opera houses, 
philharmonic: orchestras, libraries, a 
press, scholars Gerstesadel 
artists, and writers, etc.—in 
short, all that. citizens of a° Jewish 
State in. Palestiné could require to 


live a. fully Jewish life. What 
prophetic vision! 
Finally, I should like to ask Sir 


Leon Simon how he. vistialises a 
“fully Jewish life” . without the 
“traditional sense” which he now 
discards: A fullv Jewish life is rooted 


in the traditions, in the ancient. history 


and literature of the: Jewish people. 
Without these roots—what is a 
“fully Jewish life” ? 

It is perfectly natural that public 
figures in Jewish life, including. Herz}, 
should be  criticised,.. but these 
criticisms must not rest. on. baseless 
presumptions. For some 60 years an 


_Ahad Ha’am personality cult has been 


carefully nurtured, side by side with 
unfounded attacks. upon -Herzl. 1 
seems aS though Ahad. Ha’amism 
without the ‘condemnation of Herz! 
would have nothing to Say.

COMPLETION OF LAKE HULA PROJECT 


1937 Option

Sik,—The news of the completion 
of the last phase in the draining of 
Lake Hula, which was published in 
your issue of November 8, and which, 
as an event of no little importance in 
the development of the resources of 
the State of Israei, has appeared. in 
many other papers, both Jewish and 
non-Jewish, has been received by the 
Jewish Colonisation Association with 
pride as well as pleasure, 

It is not, perhaps, generally known 
that the Jewish Colonisation Associa- 
tion-——or, to be more exact, the Emica. 
Association, which was the name of 
our subsidiary organisation through 
which we carried out our work in 
Palestine--was' among the prime 
movers of this scheme in the early 
thirties. Although the history of the 
project may be deemed to go back 
to the days of the Ottoman Enrpire, 


which first granted the Hula Conces- 


sion to a Syrian company, it was in 
1937, when, together with the Pales- 
tine Land Development Corporation, 
we secured the option frém the Man- 


datory Government, that the modern 


scheme ce be said to have had its 
official birth. 4 

Discussions on the reclamation of 
the area had already been in ‘progress 


for some time, and in 1936 we com- 
missioned an eminent firm of British 
engineers to survey the Hula Basin 
with a view to its future development. 
Their report produced a scheme fo: 
the reclamation and drainage of the 
whole area, which would render «/! 
the land im the Basin suitable 
intensive cultivation by means of 2 
properly constructed irrigation systc™. 


and, by completely desiroying the 


mosquito breeding-grounds, make 4 
valuable contribution to the eradicu- 
tion of malaria in the country. Jhe¢ 
release of the surplus water for the 
irrigation of other areas was probably 
not considered, in the circumstances 
obtaining at that time, the importan' 
factor which it has singe become. 
The advent of the Second World 
War enforced the postponement of the 
realisation of the scheme, and after 
the creation of the State of Israel we 
transferred our rights in the option 
to the Keren Kayemet, to whom we 
extend our congratulations on having 
now successfully brought the project 
to fruition. 1 think [| am right (0 
saying that the plans prepared for us 
were used without major modification.

Although no mention is made of 
the fact that the revelation was 
shared by the whole commuaity of 
Israel assembled at the foot of 
Sinai and no reference is made to 
the preparation which was imposed 
on the Israelites prior to their recep- 
tion of the Commandments, which 
may provoke some criticism, yet 
the essence of the revelation is 
presented with a sense of respect 
for Jewish religious tradition. 


Carving of Letters 


The hewing of the tablets and the 


carving of the letters in archaic 
Hebrew script are strictly in accord 
with rabbinic interpretation. 
Midrash Yalkut Shimoni 
Deuteronomy xxxiili; 2, “At His 
right hand was a fiery law unto 
them,” draws .a parallel with 
Psalm xxix, 7, “ The voice of the 
Lord cleaveth flames of fire,” and in 


expounding these verses depicts the 


power of God hewing and carving 


the tablets with flames which seared 


their impress on the rocks of Sinai. 


The film faithfully reproduces this 
Midrash, 


and one can only feel 
humbled by the realisation that 
what the rabbis. attempted .-to 
portray in words is here depicted in 
pictorial form. 


First Passover 


The celebration of the first Pass- 


over and the. observance of the 


“night of watching” may prove 
another cause for criticism. The 
text of Scripture requires that the 
lamb be slaughtered and that the 
Israelites eat it “ with loins girded, 
shoes on feet, and stafi in. hand,” 
but the film makes little or no refer- 
ence to the Paschal lamb, except 
the smearing of the doorposts, and 
instead portrays Moses sitting down 
to table, eating unleavened bread 
and bitter herbs, and explaining to 
his son, Eleazar, and’ the asseribled 
family the meaning of the symbols. 
The .absence of detail in this 
instance, however, is amply com- 
pensated for by the sense of tension 
which the ‘scene creates. One is 
made conscious of the impending 
doom about to befall the land and 
the creeping death which smites the 
first-born—here depicted as an 


unearthly mist—passing by the 
houses of the Israelites. This 
simple and dramatic Passover 


recaptures the atmosphere of that 
dread night and serves as a stirring 
prelude to the dawn of freedom 
which brought the Israelites “ out 
of the house of bondage.”

End of Rabbinical 


‘Courts 
Fiem ANDRE CHOURAQUI* 


HE legislative measure which 
has abolished rabbinical 


courts in Tunisia marks an 


important landmark in the evolu. 


tion of the country. 


Rabbinical courts have in fact 
been a traditional institution that 
was almost inevitable, if one takes 
into consideration the theocratic 
and political structure of a Moslem 
community, where the sovereign is 


‘the head of the faithful over whom 


he exercises a spiritual authority. 
But he js also the lay leader, and 
therefore wields temporal powers 
over his subjects. Traditionally, the 
law of a Moslem State is never 
distinct from religious revelation, 
and to enjoy full rights a citizen 
has to be a Moslem, thus benefiting 
from the spiritual intercession of 
the Prophet and his successors. 

In view of the theocratic struc- 
ture of the community, Moslem 


theologians, propagating and 
expounding the teachings of 
Mohammed and his revelation, 


have excluded from communal life 
all those who are not coréligionists. 
The Koran and the Moslem law 
say that pagan peoples living under 


the flag of Islam should be con- 


verted, voluntarily or by force, or 
else annihilated. There is only one 
favour of those 
peoples whom _ the 
called Ahl El Kitab, the People of 
the Book, and. who form a third 
category ffalling between the 
believers andthe unfaithful. 


Protected Persons 


Jews and Christians have been 


recognised by the founder of Islam 
as those who enjoy Divine revela- 
tion, and therefore fall within that 
category. While tolerated on the 


fringe of the: Moslem community, 


they were provided with a par- 
ticular legal status pertaining to a 
dhimmi (protected person). Islamic 
canonists have defined the status in 
minute detail since the eleventh 
century, Jt was expressed in what 
is Known now as the. Charter of 
Omar. 


By virtue of the fact that their. 


existence had been accepted within 
the Moslem community, such 
people were granted the right to 
exercise their religion, to build 
houses of prayer provided that 
such establishments. were private 
and inconspicuous, to establish 
religious schools, and to set up 
courts for the settling of internal 
‘disputes in accordance with the 


requirements of their religion. 


The functions of rabbinical 
courts. in all Jewish communities 
were . clearly 
defined. They had to apply the 
Mosaic law to the settling of dis- 
putes among Jews with regard to 
their personal status. 

Essentially the rabbinical courts’ 
competence covered 
taining to the individual, such as. the 
attainment of majority, guardian- 


ship, engagements, marriages, and 


divorces, and mbheritance. 
Departure from Tradition 


The decision to abolish the 
courts, announced recently by Mr. 
Bourguiba’s Government, was dic- 
tated by the desire of the Tunisian 
authorities to depart from tradi- 
tional theocratic structures of Islam. 

To make this measure 
effective it will be necessary to 
upset the entire traditional struc- 
ture of the Tunisian State. Until 
become completely laicised, 
the rabbinical courts will continue 
to exist, but their réle will be 
comparable to that of rabbinical 
courts in the West. 

Thus _ the 
Bourguiba to abolish rabbinical 
courts should not be regarded as 
a measure directed particularly 


against the privileges of the Jewish 


community in Tunisia. It is part 
of a much wider revolution which 
aims, if properly pursued, at the 
transformation of an ancient theo- 


cratic régime into a modern 
Moslem community.

Professor Rabin offers a new theory 


wherein he fathers the authorship of 


the Dead Sea Scrolls on the Pharisees. 


That theory, according to the author, 


js an alternative to the almost univer- 


sally accepted theory that the Dead 
Sea Scrolls emanate from the Essene 
community. Were it an only alterna- 
tive, it would certainly be a welcome 
corrective of what he rightly censures 
as “somewhat unexpected conse- 
quences of the Essene theory.” How- 
ever, there exist already about a 
dozen other alternatives. The Essene 
theory and the mentioned alternatives 
thereto are more or less, more more 
than less, of a speculative nature. And 
so is Professor Rabin’s Pharisean 


| theory. 


His book consists of three main 
parts. In the first he endeavours to 


~ show points of organisational simi- 


larity between the Qumran Sect and 
the early Pharisean Haburah. In the 
‘second he seeks to demonstrate 
the Pharisean origin of that sect, on 
the basis of the halachic aspects of the 
relevant literature, the . paramount 
importance of whose study he is cer- 
tainly right in emphasising. 
third he claims to trace parallels 
between that sect and early Islam. 


While his reasoning is. throughout 


lucid, it fails to convince. 
The Haburah 


In the first part he shows himself 
superior to 'G. Vermes, who has advo- 
cated the Essene origin of the Dead 
Sea Scrolls. The Haburah, contrary to 
Vermes, was, aS Rabin rightly holds, 
a Pharisean institution. On the other 
hand, he mainly follows Vermes in 


his identification of the Qumran Sect 


with the Haburah.  Consequentiy, 
where Vermes stumbles Rabin equally 
falls. 

Far rougher passage awaits © the 
reader in the second part, the piece de 


| résistance of the book. Let his treat- 


ment of one halachic pomt serve as 
an illustration of his method. He 
assumes that marriage between uncle 
and. niece was countenanced by the 
Sadducean Halacha but forbidden by 
the Pharisees as incest, He 
Sadducean practice in a case of 
marriage with the niece by one of the 
Tobiads and in six such cases in the 
family of Herod.

It is in the 
same vein that the author comments 
on the use in the Halachot Gedolot 


of that historical “ fact” [the inverted - 


commas are the author's] as proof o 
the permissibility of the practice. 


Pharisees and Sadducees 


The facts are as follows: Neither 
the Tobiads nor the Herodians were 
Sadducees. Our knowledge as to the 
Sadducee view on marriage with the 


niece is nil; except for the statement. 
by the Karaite scholar Kirkisani, dia--

- Rabin's claim, that the Sadducees for- 


bade the practice: - Among the 
Tannaim, Rabbi

only instance. There are additional 
records concerning Rabban Gamliel’s 
brother Abba 
Rabbi Jose: the Galilean in Bereshith

sect’s censure of its opponents, is but 
In the unlikely case. of 
it being accepted by scholars, it might 
lead to misconceptions no less harmful 
than the. present speculations about 
the .Essenés. 
- The third part of the book, while 


less controversial, is equally specula- 


tive. The author's own admission to 
that effect, with which the reviewer is 
very pleased to find himself in agree- 
ment, obviates the necessity of any 
further discussion. It only remains 
for him to add that the book is well 
produced and is provided with useful 
indices of the

He has acied as 
a living bridge between East and West 
and has been equally at home among 
the Lithuanian Gaonim, Chassidic 
rabbis, and the rabbinic leaders of 
Western Orthodox Jewry. From being 
a communal leader in Frankfort, he 
stepped into the world-Jewish scene, 
when he became one of the founders 
and the outstanding lay-leader of the 
Agudath Israel movement. ~ Rosen- 
heim has also proved himself a writer 
of distinction, For thirty years he 
directed the course of the ISRAELIT, the 
German-Jewish Orthodox weekly, 
which was founded in 1860 and had 
to close down during the Nazi régime 
in 1938.

This book belies its title ; it is not, .- 


as Might be imagined, a biography. of 
Sir Oswald Mosley—his background 
is briefly dealt with in the Introduction 
-—but a collection of extracts from 
speeches and reports of meetings at 
which he was always the sole speaker: 
Mosley is a. striking example of the 
man who took the wrong turning. 
When he went into politics, he was 
first a Conservative and 
member -of the: Labour Party. 
Quarrelling with the latter, he decided 
to create a new party. Ht may be that 
he was self-decetved by his own fluent 
oratory and by a self-esteem not far 
from megalomania. His new. party 
failed, and then for some incompre- 
hensible reason he looked: to the 
Continent and adopted a combination 
of the ideologies of. Hitler and 
Mussolini, and for the first time in the 
long history of. this country made 
the vile doctrine of antisemitism the 
platfotm for his party, the British 
Union of Fascists, now known today, 
but a shadow of its former self, as the 
Union Movement. 

This book: is discreetly silent on 
Jews and Nazis. There is nothing to 
remind us of Mosley’s support for the 
Nazi régime, even after War was 
declared and when Germany had 
already shown how it intended to. wage 
war after its invasion of Poland. The 
book, however, contains a large col- 
lection of clichés and. obvious com- 


monplaces, and from that point of 


view may be regarded as being of 
some value for people who.are. in the 
habit of making speeches: on all and 
every occasion, 

Since the war, after an

insists that he is no longer to be

South African Jewry’s Attitude 


To the Editor of Tue Jewtsu CHRONICLE 


Sik,—I hate to have to ask you to 
add to your reporter's Story, but I 
would hate it more to jeave it to be 
thought that the possible expulsion 
of South African Jewry was all I 
contributed in my discussion with 
Rabbi Ungar (reported in your issue 
of last week). There was a great deal 
more, for which I did not and do not 
expect you to find space, but without 
which that bare. statement is out of 
context and meaningless. It 4s 
pertinent, though, since Rabbi Ungar 


| was expelled from South Africa, to 


ask whether he and we want ‘that 
same fate for the large and valuable 
South African Jewish community. 

It so happens, Sir, that I find myself 
in the very good company of your 
own editorial of April 20, 1956. 
where you speak of “ considerations 


Africa when it comes to race and 
colour.” I was in South Africa when 
Rabbi Ungar was expelled; it made 
hardly a_ ripple in South African 
Jewry. 

Whatever people here think of 
apartheid, it is surely unfair to want 
to dictate from this safe distance 
what South African Jewry should do 
in a problem they do not themselves — 
have to contend with, although there 
has recently been a comparatively 
small measure of Jamaican immigra- 
tion, which led the Times film critic 
to suggest that an opportunity awaits 
the British film director “ who has the 
courage to make the impact of 
the West Indian immigration on our 
towns his subject.” In “They Seek 
A Living,” a book dealing with this 
problem here, the author concluded:

Sin,—The Chief Rabbi recently 
convened a conference in Amsterdam 
of European rabbis with the object 
of strengthening Orthodox Judaism ;

Once when Rabbah was in a ship 
they saw a fish which was covered 


with sand and meadaws. The people — 


thought that it was an_island, so they 
landed. made a fire, and baked and 
cooked their : 
dismay, when the back of the fish 
became too hot, it turned over, scat- 
tering everybody. Fortunately the 
ship was near, and so not one of the 
passengers was drowned but all 
swam safely back, 

Among other wonders that Bar Bar 
Hana said. he had. seen on his travels 
was a gazelle. It was only one day 
old, yet it was as big aS a mountain. 

_ The neck stretched out. nearly ten 
miles and the width of its head was 
some five miles. 

Another undoubtedly exaggerated 
story was told of--a bird, One hot 
summers day Bar Bar Hana said that 
he saw the bird standing in water up 
to its ankles while its head reached 
the sky.

TOLERANCE AND TRADITION 


Robert Waley Cohen Memorial Lecture 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“Tolerance and the Jewish Tradi- 
tion” was the subject of the fourth 
Robert Waley Cohen Memorial Lec- 
ture, which was given under the 
auspices of the Council of Christians 
and Jews, by Dr. A. Altmann, Com- 


~munal Rabbi-of Manchester and Hon. 


Director of the Institute of Jewish 
Studies in Manchester, in the William 


Beveridge Hall of Senate House, 
University of London, last week. 


The Chairman was Mr. Justice 
Vaisey. | 


In his lecture Dr. Altmann, who is 


one of the Presidents of the Manches- 


ter Council of Christians and Jews, 
said he did not propose to speak 
about tolerance in the Jewish tradi- 
tion in the sense of the tradition being 
merely one exhibiting tolerance and 
nothing else. There was both toler- 
ance and intolerance in the Jewish 
tradition, as there was, indeed, in the 
Christian: and it would be the object 
of his analysis to find out to. what 
extent the concept of tolerance had 
gained ground in the Jewish tradition. 

Tolerance, said Dr. Altmann, pre- 
sented no problem within a poly- 
theistic society or within a syncretistic 
civilisation. _ Quintus Aurelius Sym- 
machus had given'philosophic expres- 
sion to the tolerance which sprang 
from an awareness of the multitude 
of cults and religions : “ The heart 
of so great.a mystery (as that of the 
Divine) cannot ever be reached by 
following one road only.” The prob- 
lem arose only where an- individual 
or a group had a vision of absolute 
truth or experienced a revelation of 
God, besides which polytheistic lati- 
tude appeared as a lie and a. betrayal 
of the One. Where there were many 
gods, many types of worship were 
possible, .When they came to. the 
Biblical religion they: found them- 
selves on totally different ground. « 


‘Three Aspects 


He singled out the three aspects of it 
which would seem, he said, to militate 
against that laisser-faire attitude which 
they found in polytheistic society and 
contemplative religions. The.first was 
the personal aspect of the Deity. God 
was not an Impersonal One. but a 'Per- 
sonal God; secondly, He was a Per- 
sonal. God endowed with will; and 
thirdly, His actions as directed by His 
will were meant to intrude upon his- 
tory and not to remain in the infinite 
realms above. . 

These three facets of Biblical 
religion meant the Divine claimed the 
allegiance of man, that God wanted 
to fulfil His purpose in history, that 
history was a unique drama played 
out only once in which the Divine 
purpose sought fulfilment and for the 
fulfilment of which man’s co-opera- 
tion was invited. .. That obviously 
meant that one who had faith in the 


‘God of history, as revealed in the 


Bible and in His mighty acts in his- 
tory, could. not allow himself to 
indulge in a kind of non-committal 
way of tolerance, could not allow 
himself to be completely indifferent 
to forms of religion at variance with 
his conception of the purpose of God 


-in history. Such a man must. make 


a personal decision. | 

In the Bible it was one figure above 
all who typified the stern demand of 
the “ either-or.””. There was no. mid- 
way between God and Ba‘al. The 
Bible showed them the figures of men 
who were able to stand up to and 
denounce what they regarded as con-

trary to God’s purposes in history 


But let them, on the other hand, also 


remember that the Bible Was not onl, 
a record of fierce antagonism 
paganism, but that it also showed 
them remarkable features of toler- 
ance, of which Dr. Altmann gave 
examples. | 

On the broader scale they had an 
attitude of intolerance to a certain 
extent towards the members of the 


Jewish people, who were bound by 


the Covenant and expected to honou; 


its obligatiofis, On the other. hand, 


there was a remarkable tolerance 
towards the* tolerance 
which had been noted particularly by 


English writers in tracts and pamphlets 


in the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies, during the struggle for tolera- 
tion. Many instances, he said, were 
uoted of Biblical tolerance towards 
Gentiles, as a model to be followed 
by the Church. 


Legalistic System 


There was, he said, a whole 
legalistic system worked out by the 
rabbis: concerning a mode of life 


which was expected of that section. 


of humanity which, while not forma! 
partners of Judaism in its religion, 
were nevertheless partners, as it were, 
in the Kingdom; and this concept 
paved the way for the more tolerant 
outlook which prevailed later, 
especially in the latter part of the 
Middle Ages. This development was 
one. which was still a potent factor 
in their own attitudes today. It was 
true, he said, that in the early part 
of the Middle Ages Judaism did not 
officially recogmise Christianity as 
being a monotheistic religion. 
Religion stood to gain a great deal 


fromm the philosophical approach, said 


Dr. Altmann, who, in this connection, 
referred to the concept of “ natura! 
law,” which, he said, bound Jews and 
Christians, men of good will and of 


ethical conduct, together, irrespective | 


of their faiths: He aiso pointed out 
that_the attitude which underlay much 
of the Jewish conception of tolerance 
today had been confirmed by modern 
Jewish philosophers, such as Herman 
Cohen. | 
The secularism which helped to 
establish their modern world had 
inevitably given a secular tinge to 
their own concept of tolerance. Jews 
and Christians would seem to meet 
only on secular ground. — Their 
theologies were still widely apart and 
exclusive to one another. In a sense 
could — not, 


another. Their eschatological hopes 
were parallel and did not meet except, 
perhaps, in eternity. Yet the position 


‘had vastly improved. Today Chris- 


tian theology was no longer anti- 
semitic, . Nor was Jewish theology 
anti-Christian. They realised. that 
they had to make a stand together 
for what was common to them both 
and for what was threatened by the 
new virulent paganism in their own 


_day, 


Theology could not. bring them 
together. But religion could. 
Because religion in its highest mani- 
festation was more than theology. It 
was man’s effort to emulate God's 
love. Intolerance meant siding with 
God's judgment. 
was entitled to do that? Tolerance 
flowed from siding with God's love, 
and this was the duty of them all. 

The Rt. Hon. J, Chuter Ede, M.P., the 
former Home Secretary in the Labour 
Government, moved a vote of thanks 
to Dr: Altmann for his lecture, and 
to Mr. Justice Vaisey for presiding.

Russian Jew

A touching reunion took place af 
London: Airport en Sunday. night be- 
tween.an 85-year-old Bessarabian-born 
Jew. Mr. Aaron Weissman, who was 
deported to the Soviet Union when the 
Russians entered Rumania, and mem- 
bers of his family, one of whom, his 
brother Israel, he had not seen for 
fifty-six years.

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RECORD NOTES 


ISRAEL ORCHESTRA 


By ROBERT WELTSCH 


The. Israel Philharmonic 
Orchestra made their début on 
two years ago under Kietzki, with 


their masterly performance of the 


works of two Jewish Composers, 
Gustav Mahler and Felix Mendets- 
sohn, which I reviewed at that time 
in Tae CHRONICLE. It may 
seem strange, af first. sight, that 
they chose Schumann's four sym- 
phonies for their second Columbia 
patch. Schumanm iS . very 
“German” composer, and | 

orchestral works have been con- 
sidered far behind his exquisite 
music for piano, and especially his 
immortal Geder, among them 


rich Heine. There are some 
famous sayings transmitted to 
posterity, Of Experts warning 
orchestras to stake their reputation 
on Schumann’s symphonies, which 
have always been controversial. 

tt has, therefore, meant great 


courage for the Israel Orchestra 


make itself a piemeer in these works. 


These are products of Teutonic 
romanticism, expressing a love of 


nature and an urge for the imfinite. 
a longing for hfe and Weltschmerz. 
Moseo Carner, the Jewish musicolo- 
gist, who has written the instructive 
notes to the sleeves of the records, 
sees in Schumann's struggle with his 


demon. some affinity to, and fore-- 


boding of, Gustav .MahJer’s spiritual 


extertions. in this respect Schumann 


was profounder than his contempo- 
rary Mendelssohn, who had an easier 
way ta success. Schumann admired 
Mendelssoha, amd the latter con- 
ducted the first performance of some 
of Schumann's works, but Richard 
Wagner, the rising, but at that time 


still. disparaged, genius, extolled the -

MODERN MUSIC LITURGY 


- Jewish and Christian Views

The use ef contemporary styles in 
liturgical music was discussed at a 
meeting of the London Society of 
Jews and Christians in Kings Weigh 
House, Binney Street, last week. 
The Jewish view was given by Mr. 
Israel Hoffman, Music Director of the 
Liberal Jewish Synagogue, and. the 
Christian by Mr, Gerald H. Knight, 
Director of the Royal School of 
Church Music. Mr. Hugh Harris 
presided. | 

Giving the background and the 
general attitude of the Orthodox Jew 
in the Middle Ages to the beginning of 
the nineteenth century Mr. Hoffman 
pointed out that ever simce the 
destruction of the Temple instru- 
mental music or. evén instrumental 


accompaniment had been banned im the 


synagogue. . Oppression. and a longing 
for a return ta Zion had given rise to 


a spirit of wistful longing and hope 


expressed in music of the symagoguc. 
But at the beginning of the nine- 


teenth century the Jews felt that they 
Wanted -to. be. a. past. of the country 


in which they were living and so a 
revolutionary movement known as 
the “ Ultra Reform movement” grew 
up. This tried to do away with the 


AQviental flaveus and copied music of 


the Christiam Church. 

Mr. Hoffman said that when onc 
thought of contemporary music now 
one thought of dissonances that were 
difficnit to understand, and they must 
ask whether contemporary music as 
they knew it was really conducive to 
worship He thought that a modern 
stvie could be developed out of the 
old. without breaking away entirely 
from it. The tendency wherever the 
Reform movement had taken shape 
was to search back info the past, 
to adapt. the great compositions of the 

ast, as well as to look to the
